, Pickup of the murder ‘suspect 
was made possible through’ the 
fast thinking and complete ¢oop- 
eration of local police officials 
and Deputy Sheriffs William Ham- 
mond and Bob Zachary. ~ 

According to police'a party of 
Mexicans had been drinking at 
the Arizona cafe near Archibald 
and Turner streets, Cucamoniza, 
and an altercation evidently fol- 
lowed, climaxed by the fatal stab- 
bing. 

Police pointed out that, while | 
the men had ibeen ‘drinking they 
were not drunk. The suspect who 
drove a nondescript old. automobile | 
was not known ty name to any 
of the companions of the deceas- | 
ed, but they could describe the 
car he was. driving. At San 
Antonio Community hospital 
where his companions took the 
injured man, they willingly gave 
this description to officials. 

Cc. M. Chambers, dispatcher, 
and W. A. Smith, night patrol- 
man, recalled a car fitting the 
description and in conjunction 
with Police Officer I, J. Linkey 
and Clarence Skvor traced the 
car to the Upland Lemon 
Growers camp. A bloody knife, 
apparently the murder wgapan, 
was found on Cervantes. 

Inquest into the death of the 
murder victim will be held at 10 
a.m. tomorrow in--the“Stene fu- 
neral home, according to Deputy 
Coroner Ed Doyle. If the suspect 
is held for trial, a preliminary 
hearing will be held in Judge Fred 
H. Jacobs’ justice court.

The labora- 
tory technicans began the metic- 
ulous work of developing  penicil- 
lin mold early in 1944.

For some time an order has 
been placed for 225,000 of the 
predators fbut to date only 12,000 
have been released. The last ship- 
ment of 4500 were released last 
week at the Howard Loucks grove 
at Fourteenth street and San An- 
tonio, according to Harry Cavers 
of the department of agriculture. 

The beetles, cultivated under the 
most exacting conditions by the 
San Gabriel Valley Pest Control 
association, thrive cn mealy bugs 
which in turn thrive on potato 
sprouts. 

Just as fast as the beetles can 
be produced they will be shipped 
here and released to the groves 
most infected, it was pointed out.
